The above described four printed CAsEs illustrated by the three copper-plate maps 
with manuscript additions and corrections, are the original or office copies used before the 
PRIVY-COUNCIL in 1739, in the famous and prolonged boundary disputes between the 
colonies of New Hampshire and the Massachusetts Bay. They were rescued, brought 
together, repaired and arranged by Mr HENRY STEVENS of Vermont, who has had 
them recently bound by Mr William Pratt, sumptuously and tastefully, in a large folio 
volume measuring 19 by 113 inches, in the best gros-grained blue morocco with richly 
gilt borders, tooled gilt back, with lettering on both back and side, NEw HAMPSHIRE 
AND MASSACHUSETTS BOUNDARY CASES 1739. 

Mr Stevens never had the luck to see or hear of either of these printed cases before. 
Some two years ago he met with two of the maps in the marvellous geographical collection 
in the Earl of Leicester’s library at Holkham, but having no printed matter with them he 
was unable to appreciate their true value until the present complete collection fell into his 
hands some time afterwards. 

Besides the legal ends these CASES were originally intended to achieve, they now 
afford historical and geographical information in the highest degree interesting and 
important, not alone to the two parties in dispute, but to the whole of New England. 
Nay more, they illustrate in a striking manner the obscure vision of the Granting powers 
of Old England at a time when their exact geographical knowledge of New England was 
in itsinfancy. From the time of the Plymouth Patent in 1620 to the Report of the Royal 
Commissioners appointed by King George in 1737 to inquire into the particulars of the 
quarrel between Massachusetts and New Hampshire in respect of certain boundaries, every 
document, grant, patent, charter, sub grant, judiciary decision, agreement and compromise 
having any, even the remotest bearing on any part of New England, seems to have been 
dug up and produced by one party or the other in this discussion, prolonged over a period 
of more than three quarters of a century. 

Dear fussy old Richard Hakluyt, the most learned geographer of his age, but with 
certain crude and warped notions of the South Sea ‘down the back side of Florida’ 
which became worked into many of King James’s and King Charles’s charters, and the 
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many grants that grew out of them, was the unconscious parent of many geographical 
puzzles, transmitted to posterity to be worked out and solved. Having once gone astray 
the habit of citing previous charters and grants led the grantors into a perfect labyrinth 
of claims and counter-claims, which no Privy Council could subsequently disentangle and 
settle. Witness the disputes between the Baltimores and the Penns; New York and 
New Jersey; New Jersey and Delaware ; Virginia and her neighbours; Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island ; Connecticut and Rhode Island, and above all Connecticut and her 
Susquehanna victory. All these are fully illustrated in the numerous papers cited in 
these Cases, all of which ought now, in the light of our present geographical knowledge, 
to be collected and published as historical documents, and it is to be hoped that this will 
now be done as this volume has just been acquired by the State of New Hampshire. This 
description is printed for the benefit of those interested in New Hampshire and New 
England history.
